This state- 
ment was greeted with remarks of ap- 
proval from the house. 


British Views of the Speech. 


London. Jan. S.—Commenting upon 


tie speech of Count Von Bueiow. tae 
German imperial chancellor. In the 
raiehstag. and his reference to Mr. 
Chamberlain, the colonial secretary, 
Th« Standard declares Count Bselow's 
rebuke to be almost cSensive, and 
that Germany is imperiling her good 
relations with Great Britain by mat- 
ing the utmost of every imaginary 
cause of Quarrel. The Times. in_an 
editorial, declares that Ccu.it Von 
Buelow has tJone a bad day's vcork for 
the promotion of friendly relations. 
and proceads warmly to defend Mr. 
Chamberlain and express its disbelief 
that he has given any official assur- 
ances, concluding: "Count Voa Bne- 
low has choker: to pander to the popn- 
lar German view, and he can not be 
surprised if his conduct is reseated by 
the British people." 


Dowager Empress Boss. 


Peking, Jan. 9.—All evidences indi- 


cate that the emperor of China :s 
more completely under the domination 
of the dowager empress than he was 
before the Chinese went into eiile. 
Several diplomats were granted audi- 
ences, during which the emperor ailed 
the role of a figurehead. The empress 
dowager sat OE his majesty's left and 
conducted the conversations. 
The 


dowager empress ignored the emperor 
and the latter did not attempt to take 
any part in the affair. These officials 
say his majesty appeared melancholy 
*nd listless. The principal topic of 
conversation during these audiences 
was the presence ia Peking of tbe for- 
eign garrlsoas. 


Th* Mine Disaster. 


Xegaanee. Mich., Jaa. 5.—There 


bave been few developments at the 
Negauaee mine, tie scene of tbe dis- 
astrous cave-in. The work of rescue 
continues with unabated vigor. Though 
the work is greatly retarded by quick- 
sand and water, this difficulty is being 
overcome by the *ia of extra psmps, 
and from now forward the work of 
rescue will proceed more favorably^ 
Hopes of finding the men alive are 
about abandoned. Tbe officials of the 
Kegaanee mine announced that only 
nine of the workmen met their fate as 
a result of the cave-In.
